To the effort 
to make the smaller one grow so as to catch up with the larger 
we should all of us be giving a good deal of thought." For 
unless we can brin gthis about we shall1 presently have to 
begin to look to the foundations of our democracy. 


The larger number represents the total number of eligible 


voters in the United States, and the smaller one represents 
the number of persons who voted in the last national election. 
The difference between the two, 27,662,124, represents the 
number of persons in this land of democracy who did not take 
upon themselves the duty of making our government a dem- 
ocratic one in the widest sense of the word. 
Insofar as any candidate, even though successful at the 


polls, fails to represent the majority of eligible voters in ,hi|> 
community or in the country, the blame must fall on those 
who did not go \o the polls. Insofar as undesirable candidates 
succeed at the polls, the persons who did not take the trouble 
to cast their ballot can blame no one but themselves. If dem- 
ocratic governments, so perfect in theory, fail to practice, it 
is this non-voting element within our gates which is to blame. 


Is there a lack of inducement to vote? Surely not. What 


greater inducement could be offered a citizen solicitious for 
the welfare of his country than the opportunity to help decide 
governmental policies and to establish more firmly and effec- 
tively the foundations of the most modern of governments? In 
this country and to an increasing extent in all the countries 
of the world, practically all progress is based on the working 
out of democratic principles of government, and the individual 
who fails to participate in the operations of such government 
by not voting is unworthy to share in the benefits of democratic 
institutions. 
• 
, . , 
By setting-aside the most important of all duties which 


a democracy bestows on its citizens, thai of casting his ballot, 
this individual becomes a source of danger to his government. 
It is our plain duty to reduce this number of non-voters to its 
lowest terms.

To the effort 
to make the smaller one grow so as to catch up with the larger 
we should all of us be giving a good deal of thought." For 
unless we can brin gthis about we shall1 presently have to 
begin to look to the foundations of our democracy. 


The larger number represents the total number of eligible 


voters in the United States, and the smaller one represents 
the number of persons who voted in the last national election. 
The difference between the two, 27,662,124, represents the 
number of persons in this land of democracy who did not take 
upon themselves the duty of making our government a dem- 
ocratic one in the widest sense of the word. 
Insofar as any candidate, even though successful at the 


polls, fails to represent the majority of eligible voters in ,hi|> 
community or in the country, the blame must fall on those 
who did not go \o the polls. Insofar as undesirable candidates 
succeed at the polls, the persons who did not take the trouble 
to cast their ballot can blame no one but themselves. If dem- 
ocratic governments, so perfect in theory, fail to practice, it 
is this non-voting element within our gates which is to blame. 


Is there a lack of inducement to vote? Surely not. What 


greater inducement could be offered a citizen solicitious for 
the welfare of his country than the opportunity to help decide 
governmental policies and to establish more firmly and effec- 
tively the foundations of the most modern of governments? In 
this country and to an increasing extent in all the countries 
of the world, practically all progress is based on the working 
out of democratic principles of government, and the individual 
who fails to participate in the operations of such government 
by not voting is unworthy to share in the benefits of democratic 
institutions.

By setting-aside the most important of all duties which 


a democracy bestows on its citizens, thai of casting his ballot, 
this individual becomes a source of danger to his government. 
It is our plain duty to reduce this number of non-voters to its 
lowest terms.
